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Subservience is Unconditional Subordination; one has to follow the orders even when he/she does not 
want to. 

1- Svatantrataa, Freedom of actions 

The Vedas, the Constitution for righteous living revealed by Eeshvar (God), spells out, that we all need 
to do certain actions, namely - perform Yajnas and other benevolent deeds, give donations, meditate to 
be in spiritual union with God, help parents and the elderly, protect other creatures, eat vegetarian food, 
etc. 

Freedom is the condition when a person does any of the above deeds according to his free will and 
ability. That freedom is not absolute, restrained by the spiritual laws. 

2- Svachcchandataa, Unrestrained Freewill to do licentious deeds or Acting without constraint 

Not doing the deeds mentioned in the constitution and/or willfully committing forbidden acts amount to 
Svachcchandataa, acting without constraint or licentious deeds; examples - theft, lying, deceit, injustice, 
adultery, exploitation, bullying etc. 

3- Partantrataa, Subservience or Unconditional Subordination. 

When one is forced by another person to act contrary to the divine decree constitution amount to 
subservience to do deeds; example - domination by a foreign ruler who ignoring the divine commands 
applies unfair laws forcing people to pay half of their income as taxes, compelling people to eat eggs 
and non-vegetarian food. 

4- Unjust Suffering from Subservience 

The miseries caused to the people or subordinates by a ruler or a superior who acts unlawfully amount 
to Unjust Suffering from Subservience or Subordination; example - Kansa and other tyrants who caused 
their citizens to suffer from their unreasonable orders. 

5- Submission to Justice and the Law of Karma, the outcome of actions. 

All are bound to bear the consequences of actions. One who deliberately commits sin (lying, stealing, 
etc.) is bound to undergo sufferings. Such person may go unpunished under the laws of the country but 
not by the All-just Eeshvar (God); rebirth may be in lower species - birds, animals, etc. The righteous 
will be reborn as humans and be happy. 


All souls are bound to go through the Divine justice, that is - reap the fruits for good actions and penalties 
for evil deeds. It is only fair that evil doers are never rewarded with positive outcomes. All are under 
restriction as to the outcome of all actions. 

With a calm mind, we need to ponder over all these and choose the options: 
o Is freedom with its limitations good? 
o Is unrestrained freewill good? 
o Is unconditional subordination good? 

It is obvious that most would choose the principle of freedom to act with a framework - the rules of 
Divine justice and be happy. As intelligent people, we need to plan carefully and act accordingly, keeping 
in mind the desired outcome. 
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
